THE MINISTERIAL CRISIS IN ITALY. 


Tae death of Count Cavour was a calamity to Italy of which, 
as it was foreseen at the time and as it has been clearly proved 
sintey would only be fully appreciated as years wenton. We 
\saw, indeed, a.considerable portion of what he did; but we 
could only guess at what he prevented ; aod he guided the 
course of his country at one of those critical conjunctures at 
which a statesman is to be valued and measured rather 
according to the blunders and misfortunes he averts than 
according to the obvious successes he achieves. The astonish- 
ing influence which he exercised over his master, his ally, 
aud his people, was surmised during his life, but canonly now 

be adequately estimated and distinctly seen. His euecesso 
was worthy of him, beyond all question, in purity of pur- 
i in nobility of character, and in firmness of will; but he 
neither Cavour’s extraordinary powers of mind, nor his 
pliability of temper, nor the vast prestige which he had 
gained by the wonderful work which he had almost carried 
to completion. He was too stiff and stern to be popular 
with the masses; the King did not love him, the Emperor 
did oot fear him, as they did Cavour :—the Chamber only, 
Which had the amplest means of knowing how sagacious were 
his views, how spotless his fame, and how unselfish his 
patriotism, appreeiated him as he deserved. His retirement 
at the present moment, is about the greatest calamity which 
could have befallen the yet unconsolidated Kingdom; and 
We regret to say it is almost as discreditable as it is un- 

fortunate. 

_ The real history of this Ministerial crisis has not been 

} given to the public. Perhaps it never will be made known 
ie entirety, Perhapsit is well that it should not. But, 
Without betraying confidence, or revealing what is better 
in obscurity, we may say enough to rectify some 
Most astonishing misstatements which have appeared on 
pe subject. Ricasoli’s policy, from the moment he 
assumed the helm of State, was clear, defined, and wise, 
He saw distinctly that at present peace was. absolutely 
Recessary for Italy, both for the maintenance of her inde- 
jPendence, for the completion of her territory, and for the 
Consolidation of her strength. He saw that the army was 
#8 yet unorganised, undisciplined, unprovided, and inade- 
quate; and that a year or two was requisite before it could 
10 & condition to take the field with any prospect of victory 
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or credit. He knew that any warlike movement, however 
irregular and unauthorised, against any part of the Austrian 
dominions, would bring on a conflict with that Power at once. 
He knew that in such a conflict Italy would be worsted and 
brought down in the first campaign, unless she called in 
France to aid her ;—and he knew that to call in France 
would involve a perilous dependence on the Emperor, and 
submission to whatever terms the Emperor might please to 
dictate. Only by the continuance of peace, it was obvious, 
could the imminent danger of becoming almost the vassal of 
France be in any way averted. Peace, therefore, he re- 
solved to keep; and the maintenance of peace implied the 
exercise of a vigilant and strict control over the Garibaldian 
and Mazzinian party, and great consequent unpopularity 
with the shallow and unthinking enthusiasts of all classes and 
in all provinces. 


Unfortunately, it involved unpopularity with other parties 
likewise. The Emperor found in Ricasoli a suspicious, 
watchfal, and sagacious statesman, whom it was not easy to 
deceive, and whom it was equally impossible to bully or 
cajole. We do not assert, nor is it needful to assume, that 
Louis Napoleon had any distinct designs hostile to the Unity 
or Independence of the Peninsula; but it is indisputable that 
he wished to retain his influence over the Kingdom he had so 
largely helped to create, and especially that he was anxious 
to be able to do everything in his own tortuous way, and at 
his. own uncertain and capricious time ;—and this was 
precisely what he could not do, while a man so wary and so 
unbending as Ricasoli guided the Councils of Turin. The 
King, too, found Ricasoli even a sterner constraint upon his 
caprices and his passions than Cavour had been. Victor 
Emmanuel, fond of war and proud of his courage, and im- 
patient as most shallow natures are, strongly inclined to the 
party of action and was for ever coquetting with them; and 
the resolute peace policy of his Minister fretted him and 
bered him. Unhappily, moreover, other influences were at 
work to counteract the influence of Ricasoli, and to poison 


his master’s mind against him. His unflinching principle and 


strong sense of honour and of public and private virtue, secured 
him the bitter enmity of all those unworthy intriguers with 
whom the Court of Turin, like so many other Courts, 
abounds; many of these intriguers had a most deplorable 
influence over the Royal mind, and lay close about the Royal 
closet ;—and they were, and for months had been, indefati- 
gable in working for the removal of the Minister who would 
neither flatter them, nor decorate them, nor usethem. Rica# 
soli was well aware of the mode in which, and the people by 
whom, he was being undermined and thwarted; and though 
feeling strongly the impediments thus thrown in his way, 
and personally most anxious for retirement, he was too good 
@ patriot and too strictly constitutional in his ministerial 
functions to succumb willingly to such cabals. He was sup- 
ported by a large majority in the Chamber; he was trusted 
and admired by all; in fact he was almost supreme there ; 
and he resolved, and repeatedly announced his resolution, 
that he would never retire except in consequence of an ad- 
verse vote, or a direct and-written dismissal from the King. 
The Parliament has never outvoted him—on the con 
trary, it supported him enthusiastically to the last. His 
reported ‘ resignation,” therefore, we may safely conclude— 
even if we abstain from directly asserting—was not a resig- 
nation, but a virtual and probably a formal dismessaé. 
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Ratazzi, his successor, is not a man who really enjoys the 
hearty confidence of any party. Several of bis rumoured 
colleagues stand higher and clearer in public estimation than 
himself. He cannot command anything approaching to a 
working majority in the Chamber ;—and he can only secure 
an occasional and precarious majority by that suspicious and 
questionable alliance with the extreme gauche—that is, the 
Mazzinian party—of which the reported accession of Depretis 
to his Cabinet is the earnest ;—an alliance which will be 
dearly purchased, and which will, we fear, entail some terrible 
and mischievous political blunders. In fact, having no cer- 
tain or sufficient following of his own, the new Premier will 
be dependent upon the support, and must to a great extent 
subserve the plans, of those whom, by questionable compli- 
ances, he can enlist under his standard. He will be powerless 
to resist any Royal fancies or caprices; for the King could 
get rid of him at any moment. He obtained power through 
the intriguers whom we have before alluded to, some of whom 
are notoriously his tools,—therefore his hands are not clean. 
He will be acceptable to the Emperor, though his elevation 
is not, as was at first believed, the direct result of Parisian 
interference ; and being inherently weak, he will be under 
the necessity, or at least under the strong temptation, of 
purchasing underband assistance from abroad. 

On the whole, bis Ministry is one of evil augury for Italy 
He may, in order to,obtain a majority, be compelled to have 
recourse to a dissolution ; though we trust the Chamber will 
show patience and forbearance enough not to force such a 
step upon him. If he does, it will almost necessarily involve 
him in the illegality of collecting unvoted taxes ; for the 
authorisation of the present levies does not extend beyond 
the endof March. He will probably have to connive at, 
if not to encourage, irregular enterprises of the Garibaldians 
or Mazzinians in Dalmatia or elsewhere,—-which would 
warrant Austria in attacking Italy,—and then a fresh 
European war becomes inevitable.—Lastly, he is almost 
certain to relieve the Emperor from all pressure to evacuate 
Rome ;—for many of his supporters, those known as the 
‘¢ Piedmuntese party ” (as well as himself), are by no means 
anxious to transfer the seat of Government from Turin, 
where they are powerful, to Rome, where they would be 
reduced to insignificance. 

It is not easy to see what is before us, under such circum- 
stances, nor what we in England can actually do to avert 
mischief. We have no doubt that the influence of the pre- 
sent Cabinet will be exerted in the right direction :—we have 
little doubt either that it will be exerted with becoming 
energy, if the Government does not fall into the error of 
fancying that the Italian cause has lost popularity in the 
country, when in truth it has only lost promenence. Italy is 
still the most interesting nation in the world to us,—after 
America, 


TWO NEGLECTED FACTS IN THE MONEY MARKET. 
THERE are two facts which are very simple, and which have 
some influence on the money market just now, neither of 
which meets with quite sufficient attention. We not uncom- 
movly hear it reasoned :—the money market has been very 
cheap now for some time, it is sure to go up soon. The 
reply is, that the past cheapness of the money market 
is in itself absolutely no ground for anticipating a coming 
rise, but rather a reason for not anticipating it. The reason 
why the value of money is just now low is the depression of 
trade. The American civil contest has deprived us at once 
of a principal customer, and of much of our most important 
raw material ; she will neither buy from us what she used, 
nor sell us what she used. By the diminution of our trade 
our capital is set free ; being set free, it lies idle in Lombard 
street, and by its superfiuity lowers the rate of interest. 
The longer this state of things continues, the longer it is 
likely to continue, unless counteracting causes intervene. 
Our capital is augmenting year by year. The annual 
savings of the country, which some statistical writers are 
bold enough to specify, amount to many millions. By the 
most received computation—that of the late Mr Porter,—they 
amounted many years since to 5,000,000/ a month. Itiis 
only by a continually augmenting trade that this vast sum 
can be employed. Commerce must constantly extend itself 
in various directions, or a certain portion of the new capital 
will, of necessity, be unused.

“ times instructive guesses. Year by year much, though we 
‘‘do not know how much, of this annual saving seeks ap 
“ appropriate investment in the London money market; and 
“ begins to compete with the funds which were previously 
“accumulated there. Unless, therefore, there is a pew 
“source of demand to counterbalance this new source of 
“‘ supply, the value of money must fall. Although we are 
‘doing now as much trade as when the value of capital, 
‘“‘ measured by the rate of interest in Lombard street, was 
“exceedingly high, it is quite natural that the value of 
“‘ capital, when estimated in the same way, should now ke 
“low. We have much more capital than we had then to 
“meet nearly the same demand and do nearly the same 
“ work.” 

Now, so long as the trade of the country is stationary, 
still more as long as it is diminishing, this force is every 
month more powerful and more operative than it was the 
month before. The aggregate accumulation is greater, and 
its effect upon the money market is greater in consequence. 

So far, therefore, from the past ease of the money market 
indicating the probability of a future rise, it indicates the 
contrary. It indicates the presence of a force which is every 
day acting with greater efficiency to depress the value of] 
money. 

The second fact to which we referred is one of far lem 
general importance, and affects far fewer persons, but isof 
some interest nevertheless.

EMPEROR AND HIS LEGISLATURE.

ond Uy cthmated it last week; but no doubt the discon- 
tent has assumed a more critical phase. The students, irri- 
tated perhaps by the dismissal of the pantheistic Ernest 
Rénan from his Professorship in the College de France, 
excited by the democratic speech of Prince Jerome, 
and led to hope for the support of the ouvriers by 
the eagerness with which the working classes have crowded 
to read in the Moniteur Prince Jerome’s speech,— 
burst out into treasonable agitation, and disseminated 
far and wide in Paris the song of “The Lion of the 
latin [or student] Quarter,” a revolutionary aspiration for 
the destruction of Napoleon. A great many arrests,—more 
than one hundred it is declared,—have been made; and a 
conspiracy is said to have been discovered for the overthrow 
of public order. At all events it is clear that something 
pearer to a social storm than anything which has yet been 
experienced under the second Empire has taken place in Paris, 
and at the same time the Emperor has been, if he still is not, in 
collision with his Legislative Body. The moment isa serious 
one, as it is certain’ that that great stimulant of anarchy, 
physical want, is very wide spread in France, and is likely 
to increase. Commerce is everywhere stagoant. The 
American war deprives the manufacturers of France as well 
(as England of their best customers,—and when there is 
increasing popular distress, political disaffection must 
generally increase also. Dissatisfaction is the seed of reform, 
and disgust of revolution, If the people at large cannot 
endure life as it is, there is a very strong impulse, unless 
they be wiser than the masses of any people ever are, to think 
that the fault lies with their rulers,—and_ plenty of argument 
may always be devised to prove that life as itis, is much worse 
than life as it might be. How keenly the Emperor appre- 
¢iates this danger may be seen by the announcement of the 
Moniteur on Thursday, that ‘‘in view of the present difficult 
“position of the workmen at the industrial centres, the 
“Emperor has ordered the Minister of his household to send 
“250,000f (10,0002) from the privy purse to the Prefects 
“of the departments of the Rhone, Loire, Seine Inferieure, 
“and Nord, to be applied for the benefit of the workmen.” 
With a private fortune already supposed to be deeply mort- 
gaged, the Emperor would scarcely have sent this magnifi- 
cent contribution to the poor had he not felt that, in order 
to keep a stable political equilibrium, it would be well to 
balance the abstract desire for change by an impression 
that the Emperor’s cause is the cause also of the workmen. 
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_ Batin this striking vigilance of the Emperor to every 
sign of the political situation, at least as it is affected by 
the working classes, consists the main reason for believing 
that his authority will not be shaken. There is no chief of the 
tevolutionary party at all equal to him in intellectual saga- 
tity, even if there be any genuine chief at all. And this brings 
Us to the question we wish to examine, so far as the means 
of doing xo are now before us,—vamely, has the Emperor 
displayed this same acuteness in his recent controversy with 
the Legislative Body or not? ‘The circumstances, as our 

may know, are thesé. General Montauban, who is, 

we believe, an old Algerian General, and whose personal 
Teputation, whether justly or unjustly, does not stand 
Very high in France, had achieved a great mili- 
tary success in China, and deserved well of the 
Empire, The Emperor introduced a Bill giving a

] Matent entails. This was the main objection urged by the 
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Committee of the Legislative Body to the Bill, though, per- 
haps unfortunately for them, it was not the only one. 


The Emperor had committed himself somewhat deeply to 
the measure, having permitted himself, in his first letter on 
the subject, in which he refused to withdraw the Bill, to 
express his conviction that ‘ only degenerate nations” haggle 
over the reward they extend to true valour. The sneer was 
probably a mistake. At all events it put the Corps Legislatif 
upon its mettle,—and even a Corps Legislatif sometimes dis- 
covers that it has mettle in a case of extremity. They rejected 
the Bill, and, as we said, unfortunately gave one or two weak 
reasons for rejecting it, as well as the strong and unanswer- 
able reason that the French law did not permit majorats, 
Among the weaker reasons was intimated a personal, 
distaste to singling out an individual soldier,—of no very 
high calibre in private repute,—for a signal reward by Bill. 
When the defeat was certain, the Emperor seized at once 
on this excuse; and in his second letter,—the conciliatory 
letter to the President of the Corps Legislatif read on 
Wednesday to the Chamber,—he availed himself of this 
apology for an apparent retreat. “A great number of depu- 
“ties,” he says, “ prefer a Bill comprising in its ensemble 
“exceptional military services.” Accordingly, ‘‘ adopting 
‘‘that idea, I have resolved to present a new project, 
“which, submitting to the Chamber the appreciation 
“ of a general principle, allows to assure within. equitable 
‘limits for all gallant actions, from the Marsbal to the pri- 
‘“‘ vate, recompenses worthy of the greatness of the country.” 
The language of this letter was exceedingly satisfactory to 
the deputies when it was first read. But the more fully the 
real intention of the Emperor's new move has been explained, 
the more Parisians fear that itis indeed no concession, but an 
enlargement of the original design. As yet we do not fully know 
the exact scope of the new Bill, but the Moniteur, which 
:would naturally try to put the best face upon it, explains it 
in the following language :—‘ The Council of State has com- 
“ menced its deliberations on the Bill which was announced 
‘¢ yesterday to the Corps Legtlsatif in the letter of the Emperor. 
‘“‘ According to this Bill an annual rente, the amount of which 
‘is not yet fixed, would be inscribed ia the great book of the 
“State, to reward, by pensions or dotations, distinguished 
‘acts op the part of Generals, officers, and soldiers, aswell 
“as to recompense exceptional services rendered by them in 
“the time of war. Imperial decrees would constitute these 
‘pensions or dotattons, and would fix the conditions of 
‘* their enjoyment or revertibility, should the latter take place.” 
The language of the last sentence is by no means clear, but 
it is now interpreted in Paris as meaning that after a large ; 
annual sum had been set apart (like the interest on the 
National Debt) for rewarding exceptional military services, 
Imperial decrees would carve out and allot the pensions, 
determine the conditions under which they were to be 
enjoyed, and the conditions of their reversion to the State, 
should the decree determine that they were under any given 
circumstances to revert tothe State. This, of course, is by no 
means satisfactory. If the intention be as it is now inter- 
preted by the most intelligent authorities in Paris,—our own 
correspondent apparently among the number,—the only effect 
cf the concession is to enable the Emperor to endow some 
dozen Montaubans instead of one, and in exactly the same 
objectionable way in which it was intended to endow him,— 
namely, to give a pension to “him and his heirs for ever.” 
For if a large annual charge on the consolidated funds, as | 
we should say, is to be placed absolutely at the disposal of 
the Emperor’s decrees, without any limitation as to the 
number of lives or years for which any one pension is 
granted, it is clear that he has in fact merged the Mone 
tauban Bill in a far larger and equally permanent measure } 
of exactly the same drift. 

We think it scarcely very probable that a man s0 
sagacious in skilful concession as Napoleon ILI., and whose | 
letter of Wednesday proved how anxious he is to employ 
skilful concession, can have made so great a mistake. For if 
there is to be really no limitation on the duration of the pen- 
sions granted, the Corps Legislatef must feel that war has been | 
declared against them under the disguise of a peace-offering. } 
At such a time as the present, when elements of trouble exist 
all over France, and not only exist but are evidently visible 
to the keen Imperial eye, ‘we can scarcely think that he 
would launch into a needless struggle without any sufficient | 
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reason. It is suggested, indeed, that the popularity of the 
new measure with the army will far more than outweigh the 
danger of legislators’ disgust. And it may be so. But 
recent events have seemed to show that the Emperor is at 
least anxious to appear to modify the political institutions 
of France in the liberal rather than in the despotic direc- 
tion ; and there are few men who keep 80 steadily to one idea, 
until he finds it untenable, as the Emperor of the French. 
We shall soon know the foli significance of this important 
step; in the meantime, we hope that it is mot to prove the 
beginning of a new conflict with the semblance of the consti- 
tutional liberty of France,—of another coup d'état. 


THE MILITARY EXPENDITURE ON BEHALF OF 
OUR COLONIES. 


No one perhaps will dissent from the propositions which Mr 
Mills last Friday induced the House of Commons to vote 
unanimously. We all believe that our maturer colonies 
should pay the entire cost of their internal police; we all 
believe that they should pay something towards the defence of 
their tranquillity from exterior enemies. More trite com- 
monplaces can scarcely be found on any topic. Every one 
aecquiesces in them, and no one consistently acts upon them. 
They are admitted in debate, but ignored in council and in 
decision. When a maxim is so treated, its limits ought at 
onee to be investigated. The neglect of a commonplace pre- 
cept is almost always the sign of a difficulty below the sur- 
face. It is admitted in speculation when that difficulty is 
unseen ; it is itself ignored in daily practice where all diffi- ; 
The sole expedient for vivifying the ; 
admitted but unfruitful trath is a survey of the entire region | 
to which it relates. A catalogue of the sunken rocks will | 
indicate the exceptions to the barren generality. 

When the Committee of the House of Commons investi- 
gated the subject last year, the witnesses they examined 
were agreed on the conclusion that the colonies should do 
something for their own defence: those authorities agreed 
that the present system, in which the colonies do nothing in 
military matters in their own behalf, was pernicious and not 
to beendured; but they differed on the next step, aod divided 
into two antagonistic sects. One set of reformers would 
keep troops in the colonies during peace but not during war ; 
a second, during war but not during peace. Mr Lowe said that 
in time of peace he would not maintain a soldier in New South 
Wales, but would contribute to their defence if hostilities 
should arise. ‘My opinion,” said Lord Herbert, “is exactly 
“* the reverse of that.” So great a diserepancy of opinion 
plainly demands careful investigation. 


There are four grounds upon which we are justified 
in giving the colonies some military aid, most of which 
will be used for their external defence, but while it is 
in the colony will be always more or less liable to be em- 
ployed in maintaining the interior tranquillity. 

The first of these is the mixed nature of a colonial 
society,—not, indeed, of all such societies, but yet of many. 
They are new countries, and in new countries there are com- 
monly old races. The aborigines of the soil, as they fancy 
themselves who cannot tell whence they entered the land 
or why they came to it, stand commonly side by side with 
the colonist who arrived but yesterday, who knows 
exactly what his hopes in the new world are, and 
even more exactly, perhaps, what his reasons were for 
leaving his older dwelling-place. This difference of charac- 
ter and race has led to mournful consequences upon which 
we need not dwell, for every one knows them. When these 
consequences were first apparent in their first scene,—when 
the aborigines of the West India Islands began to waste 
away in the destructive proximity of their Spanish 
masters;—some philanthropists, anxious for their pre- 
servation, introduced a hardier race. As the Indian 
of San Domingo was dying under unwonted and unnatural 
toil, 20 save his life they imported the African Negro, who 
could bear any toil and any sun. They did not effect their 
object; the fragile Indian died away just as before ; but 
they achieved a vast result. They introduced into the midst 
of civilisation the one barbarous race which can endure the 
contact with civilisation. In an ineffectual attempt to cure the 
momentary evils of European proximity to a perishing race, 


they introduced the continuing evils of European proximity 
ee 
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to a race as enduring as itself, and as inferior ag the 
which perished. These philanthropists have established, 
intentionally but really, permanent mixed communit

guarded by that, he knows he is an Englishman. For the 
purpose of retaining our Empire in permanent combination, 
there is no better or more remunerative outlay than some 
expenditure upon an attaching object, which shall be identical 
everywhere, and be visible everywhere. 

On this ground we would maintain some soldiers in every 
colony. We would throw on all our maturer children the 
principal burden of their defence by land. We would not, as 
now, enervate and spoil them by exempting them from the 
stern duties which befit their strength and age; but yet we 
would not allow them to be able to think, or dream, or fancy 
that they were entirely neglected. We would maintain some 
soldiers in every colony, though we should require of that 
colony itself to raise, maintaiu, and equip many more. So 
natural. to man is the taste for combat,—so natural, too, is 
the tastefor parade,—that the colonies would be prompt to 
Taise-such a soldiery if their undertaking it were suggested 
from home with due delicacy and as a good to themselves. 

Lastly. It is needless to add that the defence of our colo- 
nies by-sea must and ought to be undertaken by the Home 
Government. Their naval enemies are European or American 
enemies'whom we shall bring upon them. If we choose to 
retain an Empire scattered over the seas, we must in mere 
logic maintain a navy which keeps a supremacy on the seas.

In this there is no- 
thing very peculiar. The most remarkable. feature arises 
out of the peculiar circumstances of India. The Government 
balances there are often extremely large, and it might 
be thought hazardous to intrust the whole of them toa 
single Bank, however highitscreditmay stand. Thesebalances 
may amount to 15,000,000/, or even more: that is a large 
deposit for one customer to make with one Bank, Accord- 
ingly, a remarkable provision bas been introduced into the 
arrangement. When the balance exceeds 700;000/, the 
whole surplus is either to be placed in a “separate cash- 
“room,” or to be invested in Government securities in the 
name of the Financial Secretary or some other Government 
officer. This money is to be Government money, which 
would belong to it if the Bank should fail; these securities 
are to be mortgaged to the Government, and would in that un- 
fortunate event likewise belong to the Government. In the 
meantime, however, the dividends are to belong to the 
Bank. The Government are not mortgagees in possession, 
but mortgagees out of possession. The risk of the 
securities is, we believe, to be the risk of the Bank. They 
must pay to the Government the money they received from 
it: the property they have mortgaged must go as far as it is 
worth in liquidation of the debt, but if it does not suffice, 
they must pay the difference. There is, however, a little 
ambiguity in the wording of this last part of the Act, which 
may lead to some discussion hereafter if it be not remedied. 
But as the Government have a representative Director in the 
Bank of Benga) and practical control over it, there is probably 
but little real danger of disagreement. 


The clauses regulating the issue of currency are simpler. 
The Bank is to have ? per cent. on the total of notes in actual 
circulation, and in consideration of that sum is to be at the risk 
of forgery, error, and other common dangers of the issuing 
banker. The Bank note formerly issued by the Government 
is to be withdrawn, and the Government note substituted for it. 
There will be little economy in the currency in consequence 
of this arrangement. The notes issued by the Banks of 
India are about 4,000,000/, and the limit of the Government 
issue, unrepresented by bullion, is to be 4,000,000/ also,

Agriculture. 
PROSPECT AND RETROSPECT. 
We have arrived ata period of the year when a provable estimate ot 
the produce of the season may be formed. We have pissed through 
a winter much more than unusually favourable to farming work, 
and especially calculated to correct the evils occasioned by the wet 
ear 1860, the consequences of which extended to and greatly 
influenced the harvest of 1861. But the fine summer and dry 
autumn of last year, followed by the comparatively mild winter 
we have just emerged from, have enabled farmers to till their land 
in the best manner, and have rendered all out-door farm work in 
a more forward state than most of us remember in any previous 
year. To the same causes are attributable the almost universal 
vigour of the wheat crops. Sown for the most part early, the chief 
ground of apprehension in many districts has been that the plant 
might become too forward, and the numerous short periods of 
very severe frost we have had during the winter have been wel- 
comed, as stopping the growth and checking the undue luxuri- 
ance of the wheat plant. We confess, however, to sharing very 
little in such apprehensions. We commonly hear more fear about 
the evils of an over-luxuriant growth of wheat than we see, and 
this winter, besides the ordinary opportunities of observation, we 
have ridden with hounds over several and differing arable districts, 
and have noted that though the wheats are generally strong and 
healthy, we have not anywhere noticed an unhealthy luxuriance. 


It-is certain that several very sharp checks to vegetation have 
been experienced during the past winter. ‘The marked peculiarity 
of the season has been a general mildness, interrupted by short 
periods of three days to a week of excessively severe frost. On 
several occasions the cold has been for a night or two nearly as 
intense as anything experienced in the winter of 1860-61. During 
the past week the frost for four days has been so sharp as to stop 
the plough, a most unusual circumstance in March; and the 
weather of the preceding week, though not frosty, was bitterly 
cold from the prevalence of east and north-east winds. On 
Thursday the weather again became mild. So sudden was the 
change that a thermometer in a sheltered place in Herts, which 
marked 22 degs. on Wednesday morning, had risen to 50 degs. on 
Thursday morning. For the last fortnight vegetation, which was 
before extremely advanced, has made no progress. At this time, 
however, we regard the prospects of the wheat crop as uncom- 
monly promising. In some districts there is a talk of injury from 
wire-worm, but the dry season will enable farmers to stop this 
mischief by heavy and early rollings. 

The general monthly agricultural report of the Mark Lane 
Ezpress for February says “the general appearance of the 
wheat plants is very satisfactory,” that farmers have been induced 
by the fineness of the season “to lay down a large additional 
breadth of wheat,” and that the th of wheat ‘is likely to

is to be seen anywhere.” And the Warwickshire report says 
“Wheat could not look or be doing better; the late planted ts 
now coming up. More will yet be planted as the roots are 
cleared off.” 

Then beans, peas, and oats have been largely planted, and some | 
fields of barley as well ; and we all know that, as a rule, the spring ' 
crops are usually most productive when sown early. 

Roots have stood well through the winter; turnips of all kinds 
having remained unaffected by the frost, now yield good | 
supplies of sheep and cattle food. The mildness of thg 
season enabled farmers to keep their stock on the pastures | 
much later than usual, greatly to the saving of winter pro-| 
vender, and this will somewhat mitigate the effects of 
short crop of mangold wurtzel. The time, however, is at 
when the want of a full supply of mangold will be felt, and || 
farmers will anxiously look for an early growth of grass to 
its place. March has “come in like a lion,” so that it may be 
expected ‘*to go out like a lamb”; should that expectation bg 
realised, and a genial April succeed, the stock as weil as the corns 
farmer's prospects will be highly favourable. As we anticipated 
some months ago, from the accounts we received of the number of 
bullocks feeding, the price of beef is declining, and the | 
stock of well-fed beasts cannot be readily disposed of. The 
serious depression in the manufacturing districts increases this 

il. Store cattle, too, were bought in the summer and autumn 
at high prices, so that very little direct profit will, in general, be 
derived this year from cattle feeding. Sheep, on the other hand, 
have thriven unusually well from the dry state of the land, and as 
the price of mutton keeps up, the sheep-grazier will do better than 
the bullock-grazier. 

Preparations for the root crops are forward. Indeed we have 
seen many fields already ridged and manured for mangold wurtzel, 
fit for sowing as soon as the occupier deems it prudent to sow. 


Some difference of opinion seems to exist as to the stock of wheat 
in farmers’ hands. Judging from the known results of last year's 
harvest where tested, we believe the tendency is to over-estimate 
the stock in hand. 


GAME.—LORD ABERDEEN’S TENANTS. 

We lately referred to the good example set by Lord Aberdeen, 
who has relieved his property from the incubus of game preserva- 
tion by giving up to his tenants the control of all game found on 
their farms. We were not then informed of the particulars of the 
arrangement by which Lord Aberdeen effected that useful reforma- 
tion. The North Rritish Agricul:urist has now published the form 
of the document by which each of Lord Aberdeen’s tenants has 
received the right to control the game on his farm, and it suggests 
some practical observations on this, to farmers, most im 
subject. There is a difference in the Scotch and English game 
laws. In Scotland, when a farm is let to a tenaut without any ex- 
pressed stipulation relative to game and sporting rights, the lew 
reserves to the landlord all interest in and the right to take the 
game. In England, on the contrary, if no stipulatiomabout game 
is made when a farm is let, all game rights pass to*the tenant. 
The difference is not, however, of much practical importance, 
because on English estates the reservation of game is so general, 
that English and Scotch tenant-farmers may be presumed to 
hold their farms subject to existing rights in their land- 
lords to exclusive possession and control of ‘the game. In both 
cases the landlords may transfer their game rights to their 
tenants, and the best and for the tenants’ safety the only effective 
mode of so doing is to let the game to the tenants, so that the 
control of the game would become, as it reasonably should be, an 
incident to the possession of a farm. 


Lord Aberdeen’s concession of the game to his tenants falls 
short of such completeness, being in the form of an annual 
licence to each tenant, subject to specific conditions. This 
the form of licence :—‘t Haddo House, 11th December, 1861.— 
The bearer, , is hereby authorised to shoot over the 
farm of , as rented by him, during the seasons of eighteen 
hundred and sixty-one and two, on the conditions specified. 
(Signed) Peter Macxacax, Factor for the Right Hon. the 
of Aberdeen. 1. This permission is only applicable to 1861 and 
1862, and may be withdrawn at any time by the proprietor or his 
factor ; 2. The proprietor reserves the fullest right of shooting for 
himself and his friends; 3. The party availing himself of this per 
mission is expected to protect the ground from poachers, and to 
destroy all vermin, including rabbits.” Doubtless this licence 18 
intended to be annually renewed, but such an arrangement wants 
that character of permanence which is essential to the security of the 
occupier of afarm. The renewal of the licence, involving the con- 
tinuance of control over the game in the tenant’s hands, depends 
absolutely upon the will of the landlord, and the manner in whi 
a farm is cultivated cannot but depend upon the power the tenant 
may have to control the game, and the extent to which the crops 
may be obnoxious to game depredations. And this point 1s 
more importance in Scotland, where the tenants are all lease 
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eee fortunately hold their farms from year to year. 
‘As the English farmer may be turned out of his farm at 
ox + notice, it is of little comsequence to him that a 
Jicence to control the game may be withdrawn by an equally sum- 
process. So far, it is impossible to avoid objecting to the 
in which Lord Aberdeen has carried into effect his very 
worthy purpose of giving his tenants contrel over the game om 
their farms.

The elm reaches a height of from fifty to 
a hundred. feet, and a thickness of from one to four, or even ten 
feet ; cork is abundant ; walnuts grow sixty feet high ; the oak is 
dwarfed and unsound in its timber, bat pines and Siberian fir 
grow freely and attain to large dimensions. It is here that the 
& ginseng," the miraculous medicine of the Chinese, is found. 
‘* During summer several hundred Chinese come to seek the root ; 
and on an average they find forty plants each.” Tobacco 
is cultivated in some parts, and cereals, such as millet, barley, 
oats, rice, wheat, and maize, are raised in sufficient quantities 
for exportation on a small scale. A curious mixture of types is 
observable in the flora of the Amur, plants of tropical birth grow- 
ing side by side with those of Siberian origin. Something of the 
same kind holds good with regard to the animal kingdom. rs 
and panthers range through forests that shelter the elk, the musk- 
deer, the squirrel, the sable, and the ermine. The natives, of the 
Mongol race, do not differ materially from other branches of that 
family. They hold a low place in the scale of civilisation, having 
only learnt a little agriculture from the Chinese, and a taste for 
brandy from the Russians. They are in general nomadic. In 
winter they hunt for the double purpose of providing for their own 
wants and collecting tribute for their Manchu or Russian masters ; 
in spring, when the rivers are released from frosts, they settle 
on their banks, and grow fat upon the various and delicious kinds 
of fish in which the Amur and its tributaries abound, The number 
of fish is prodigious, and there are many kinds not known in 
Europe. ‘ Sturgeons and salmon of extraordinary size are the 
most important.” ‘+ Along the coast cod and ‘pales are the 
most valuable, especially the former.’’ Roman Catholi¢ mission- 
aries have from time to time penetrated among this people from 
the missionary stations in China, but they have made little pro- 
gress. Even professing Christians put more faith in the propitiation 
of devils by their incantation doctors than in the rites of the Church. 
It is curious to observe the similarity of some of the superstitions 
of these Tunguzian Mongols to those of their opposite neighbours 
on the American continent. Some scenes of midnight incantations 
over the sick, taken from the relations of Russian travellers and 
incorporated into this volume, might serve almost verbatim as 
descriptions of the magic rites of the Indian medicine man. 
Other superstitions agree with the wild fancies of the African 
negro. ‘Tigers and panthers, more especially the latter, are held 
in great awe; they are called “my lord,” and although very 
destructive, are seldom slain through dread of their “ posthumous 
vengeance.” It is supposed that they are not mere beasts, but 
that they are possessed by evil spirits, or the souls of wicked 
men. Du Chaillu relates the same story of the gorilla. The bear 
is also regarded as in some sort implicated in spiritual affairs, 
but in a way less pleasing to the animal himself. He is called 
chief-elder ; but this title does not secure him from ignominious 
; capture, and imprisonment in the bear cage of the village, an 
inclosure of strong planks. “In hunting the bear,” says Mr 
Ravenstein, ‘the natives exhibit a great deal of intrepidity. 
In order not to excite his posthumous revenge, they never 
attempt to surprise him, but have a fair stand up fight. 
When it is not desired to secure a bear alive, the Tun- 
guze uses a spear, which he holds firmly planted in the ground, 
with the point directed towards the bear, upon which the beast 
throws himself. It is much more exciting sport to catch a livin 
beast. A party of ten men or more enter the forest, provided with 
straps, a muzzle, and a collar, with a chain attached to it. Havi 
discovered the whereabouts of the beast, a battue is institu’ 
The individual near Whom the bear debouches, jumps upon his 
back in the twinkling of an eye, and seizes hold of his ears. 
Another man then rapidly throws a running knot round the neck 
of the beast, and almost suffocates him. He is then muzzled, and 
the collar fastened round his neck, and the chain passed between 
his hind legs. He is led ia triumph to the village, and put into 
the cage.” Henceforth he plays the part of the village Sampson, 
being brought forth on festival days to make sport for the people. 
‘* On very grand occasions he takes a more direct part in the 
festival, by being killed with superstitious ceremonies, scrupu- 
lously observed on ail such occasions.” 


Another curious custom is that of chaining an eagle to the plat- 
forms on which dried fish is stored, in order to scare away other. 
birds.. These storehouses of fish are never robbed, however long 
the owner may be absent on hunting or other excursions. The 
Tunguzians would appear to be an honest, and not a cruel or vin- 
dictive people, differing therein from the Manchu Tartars, or their 
neighbours the Chinese. 

Otfthe Amur, and extending southwards towards Yeso, lies along 
and narrow island, Sakhalin by name, between which and the 
coast of Asia stretches the long and intricate passage known as the 
Liman of the Amur. The southern part of this island was con- 
quered and partly settled by Japanese at the commencement of 
the present ceniury. The northern side is now under the Russian 
rule. Negotiations have been opened with Japan for the surrender 
of the whole island, but as yet they have been fruitless. The in- 
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habitants of the southern portion of the island of Sakhalin differ 
in many striking points from those of the mainland. Their lan- 
guage is different, the cast of their countenance different, their 
stature is rather less, but their strength of muscle far greater than 
the Mongol tribes. Unlike them in most respects, they are 
emphatically so in the growth of their hair and beards. “ One of 
them,” says Whittingham, as quoted by Mr Ravenstein, ‘‘ was a mag- 
| nificent savage : tall lithe, strong, with hair, beard, and moustache 
never desecrated by the touch of scissors; with a high broad 
brow, dark eyes, straight nose, and oval face, he was a far nobler 
creature than the Red Indian, whom I always fancied was the 
| pride of wild men.” “ The Ains are acquainted with the use of 
the weaver’s loom, and manufacture cloth from the bark of the 
willow tree. They also employ the spindle to make thread from 
the hair of animals, willow-bast, or the great nettle. They gene- 
rally wear a loose robe of such material or ofnankeen buttoned in 
| front, and bound by a girdle round the waist. During the winter 
they dress in dog-skins cr seal-skins. Their boots are made of 
salen in Chinese style. They are very fond of ornamenting 
their clothing with small bits of coloured cloth which they obtain 
from the Amur. The natives whom Krusenstern found at Mordoi- 
nof Bay wore a cotton shirt underneath their seal-skin robe, 
which in every instance was scrupulously clean. Most of the men 
wore no head-dress at all; some wore straw hats, a band of bear- 
skin round the head, or a seal-skin hat.” . 

The tribes at the mouth of the Amur are skilled in the art of 
manufacturing fish skins; some of their bags for tinder, designs 
for ornamentation, and small boxes would, says our author, ‘ be 
no discredit to Bond street.” They have. contrived an ingenious 
mode of warming their huts. A chimney is built outside, and the 
fire lighted beneath it ; wooden pipes are then carried under a 
low seat round the interior walls of the hut, through which the 
smoke passes, warming the persons who sit or lie upon the seat 
itself, but giving little warmth beyond. ‘These savages thus enjoy 
the German stove-bed after a ruder fashion. 

The settlers in the territory of the Amur are as yet scanty, and 
te. wants are but ill-supplied. Mining (for the mountains of 





the Amur are supposed to be as rich in metals as the Oural 
}} range) and cattle rearing are the most profitable employments of 
capital. Large portions of the open country are well fitted for 
sheep-walks. The grossest ignorance prevails as to the manages 
| ment. of live stock, and “ if you suggest any improvements, 
they merely shrag their shoulders, and tell you they do 
| not understand these things, they do not suit them, their 
fathers before them did as they do, and so forth. The 
wool is allowed to remain on the sheep until it is ready to fall off, 
and then it is plucked off with the hand.” Butter and cheese 
would find a ready market if well made ; that at present sold is both 
dear and bad. Commerce is very restricted at present. The Go- 
rernment is willing to give it every encouragement, but the preju- 
dices, ignorance, and venality of the oflicials—here, as everywhere 
in Russia, the curse of their country—make the wise rules laid 
down by the superior authorities of little avail. The Amur Com- 
pany, established in 1858, by bad management has come to the 
brink of ruin. It does not supply the real wants of the settlers ; 
and what it does supply is at such enormous prices that it comes 
| cheaper to the consumer to send orders direct to St Petersburg, 
| and to have them executed by post. So says Dr Holterman, the 
Government physician at Blagovsh’chensk, as quoted by Mr 
Ravenstein, in his concluding chapter on the Commerce of the 
Amur. 
It is, we think, impossible to name any subject bearing upon the 
Amur which. is not considered in this volume. It opens with the 
earliest explorations of travellers and the most ancient investiga- 





tions-of historians, and concludes with the latest accounts of the 

oe condition and prospects of this new Russian territory. We

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT:) 
Paris, Th Evening. 

The conversion of the 4} per Cent. stock into:3 per Cent. has 
made considerable progress Taine the past week—more than had 
been anticipated. Up to the 4th of this manth, the lateat date to 
which accounts have been prepared, the amount offered for 
conversion was, according to official announcement, 110,141,641f 
—upwards of 4,400,000. The time fixed for receiving 
demands for conversion was to expire this day, the 6th ; 
and, in order to extend it to the very last’ moment, the 
Minister of Finance has decided that demands shall be received 
up to midnight. ‘The calculation is that, on the whole, they will 
exceed 125,000,000f, so that about 50,000,000f will remain uncon- 
verted. This is not, it is true, so favourable a resvit as the 
Minister at first expected ; but it is better than at one period 
seemed likely. Speculations are made as to what .M. Fould will 
do with the unconverted remnant. ‘The probability is, that if it 
be about 50,000,000f, he will do nothing for the present, and that 
if it be much less than that sum, he will make an obligatory con- 
version in some shape or other. 

Partly from the perturbation occasioned in the money market 
by the conversion, and partly from the speculation to which the 
operation has given rise, the settlement at the Bourse at the end 
of the month was one of the most difficult on record, and it was 
aggravated by political apprehensions caused by agitation among 
the students and working men, and by a conflict which arose 
between the Corps Legislatif and the Emperor, owing to the 
refusal of the former to sanction a Bill for conferring 2,000/ 
a year on General Montauban and his heirs for-servicesin China, 
—a conflict which at.one time seemed likely to be serious and 
even dangerous, but which has been averted by a timely con- 
cession of the Emperor. Anideaof the difficulty of the settle- 
ment may be formed from the fact that: on Monday last the 
Threes closed at 1f 50c below the quotations of the preceding 
day. Sinee then, however, by the energetic efforts of the Minister 
of Finance and his co-operators a rally has taken place; and in

The Minister of Commerce has addressed a circular to the 
Chamber of Commerce, which says that the warnings he has 
had frequently to give them “‘ against the frauds committed in 
loading French vessels with coal at Cardiff and Swansea,” and 
the publicity those-warnings have obtained, have produced a good 
effect, as the ‘deliveries of coal from these ports are now 
more regular.” Thus the Minister states, out of eight french 
vessels which arrived at Alicant at the beginning of the year, only 
one presented a deficiency in the cargo. The Minister says that 
an arrangement was made with one of the captains of these 
vessels that his freight should only be paid on the quantity 
actually delivered at Alicant, and he seems to think that if this 
plan were generally adopted it -would be well. Coalowners, he 
says, might easily take p-ecautions for preventing any portion of 
the coal from being cast into the sea on the voyage,—the only 
thing they would have to fear if the new plan came into use. 

The Roubaix journals, not content with complaining of the in- 
jury done (according to them) to the manufactures of their town 
and neighbourhood by the treaty of commerce with England, 
affirm positively that extensive frauds tothe detriment of Freneh 
manufacturers are practised in the transmission of English tissues 
through the Customs. I notice their affirmation, not that I believe 
it true, but because it is well that English importers should know 
that it is made. The following is.atranslation of an article in the 
Journal de Roubaix on the subject :—‘t Our manufacturers have a 
protecting tariff of 15 per cent. for their tissues. If it were ap- 
plied seriously, we believe that there would be less misery in 
these parts, because a diminution in the import of English tiseues 
would oceasion an increase of ocevpation for our workmen. But 
we know that the tariff'is not well applied, and we will cite two 
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facts which will superabundantly prove the fact:—1. In a sale 
made by én English firm to a dealer in our town two invoices 
were remitted—one for his own use, setting forth the exact 
ice of the purchase; the other, for the declaration to the 
ustoms, fictitious, though bearing all the official signatures 
required, and it set forth the price of the merchandise 
at much below the real one. We have seen both invoices. 2.

The production of beetroot sugar has, thanks to the reduction 
of duty effected some time back, largely increased. In the first five 
months of the season, which commences on the ist September, it 
amounted to 129,000 tons, whereas in the corresponding period of 
last year it was only 88,500. But the new modification in the 
duties which the Minister of Finance is about to carry into effect 
will of course check the production, and, besides, it will probably 
occasion loss on the stocks in hand. Persons engaged in the 
making or importing of sugar complain loudly of the frequent 
changes which are made in the duties, and it must be admitted 
that the complaint is not unfounded. For example: in 1860, a law 
was passed which greatly modified the conditions on which the 
trade was carried on; in January, 1861, there was a new modifi- 
cation; in July, another; and a new one is now about to be 
decreed ! 


Against this last one, which forms part of M. Fould's financial 
plan, protests are made from all quarters. Tne Association for 
Commercial Reform which meets in this city discussed the matter 
in a recent sitting, and came to the conclusion that the Bill of M. 
Fould ought “ purely and-simply” to be withdrawn. You have 
already been informed that the principal Chambers of Commerce 
have petitioned against the measure. ‘The idea has been started 
that, instead of increasing the duty on sugar, the Government 
would do well to make a sweeping reform in the drawbacks 
allowed to refiners on re-exportation. There drawbacks actually 
swallow a large portion of the duties received on imports. Thus, 
in January last, the drawbacks amounted to 1,516,707f, and the 
duties received to 6,623,216f ; in January, 1860, tue former were 
1,536,310/—-the latter, 4,100,989f; and in January, 1859, the 
former, 3,546,593f—the latter, 5,900,565f. In some months the 
— is considerable greater. 

he promise of economy which was ostentatiously made on the 
accession of M. Fould to power seems destined to be ill kept. 
The Moniteur announces that the Emperor has ordered a Bill to 
be presented to the Council of State for awarding him grants (amount 
not fixed) sufficient to enable him to recompense all officers and 
soldiers and sailors who may perform brilliant actions in war,—the 
said recompenses to be made to descend to their heirs if he thinks 
fit. As His Majesty is lavish in his donations, especially when it 
is the public Treasury which pays them, the burden which this 
new scheme will impose on the country will, we may be sure, not 
be light.

SCHELDT DUES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE mCONOMIST. 
§1n,—Belonging to the class of London houses largely engaged 
jn the Belgian trade, may I ask leave to say a few words on this 

question, W which is attracting considerable attention among British 
merchants and shipowners. 

It seems to be but little known that the Scheldt dues, the last 
obnoxious charge of this sort stil] remaining in Europe after the 
abolition of the Stade and Sound dues, are paid to Holiand, though 
levied by Belgium. The latter country, with the intention of 
assisting navigation and commerce, has for a number of years 

returned the Scheldt dues to English and other foreign 
vessel, bearing the great sacrifice of paying the atmount over to 
Holland at her own expense. The amount on British vessels was 
in 1860 23,6001, and is sure to increase. At the time when the 
Belgian Chambers authorised the Government to grant these 
facilities to foreign vessels, the Scheldt dues represented an 
amount far less considerable, and the item in the Belgian budget 
has become such that public opinion in Belgium is beginning to 
object to it. The Belgian Government is understood, therefore, 
‘be the more unwilling to bear this charge any longer, as the com- 
mercial treaty on the eve of being negotiated with England would, 
by various reductions of import duties, affect unfavourably the 
revenue of the country. British and other foreign vessels may, 
therefore, at any moment be subject again to the Scheldt dues, 








and the question arises how such an unpleasant and serious 
diffieulty may be avoided. 
From information published in Belgium upon reliable authority, 
the Government seems well disposed to meet Great Britain and 
other foreign Governments in a fair way, and the following 
proposal is understood to be submitted to this country :—Belgium 
eee ees that England should capitalise her part of the Scheldt 
ues, going y the precedent of the Sound and Stade dues, and in 
return she offers the following advantages, viz :—1, to abolish 
the tonnage dues, amounting in 1860 on English’ vessels to 
7,200] ; 2, to reduce pilot dues by 3,000] to 4,000/ annually 
on British vessels ; 3, to reduce the Antwerp local dues. 
These modifications wouldMower the whole charges on a British 
vessel of 800 tons to 577: they are now 140], and would be 242/ 
f the Scheldt dues were no longer returned, In 1860, out of a 
total number of foreign vessels of 7,739, about one-third were 
British, say 2,698. It appears evident thereby how much the 
interest of British merchants and shipowners is involved in the 
matter; and considering the nature of the Belgian proposals, and 
the advantages which a commercial treaty, considerably reducing 
the duties on many articles of English manufacture, would con- 
fer upon this country, it seems Sesirable that those proposals 
should be recommended to the serious and fair consideration of

THE WHEAT SUPPLY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF, THE ECONOMIST. 

Sm,—In “ Antwerp’s” letter in your last number, stating the 
quantity of foreign wheat we should require before another har- 
vest, there was one important item omitted, namely, the stock of 
English wheat on the 1st October in the years 1860 and 1861. 
The harvest of 1860 was a month later than usual, which caused 
anextra month’s consumption on the stock of old wheat, and

By the West India mail, we have received the “following commercial 
news :—There had been no excitement in the Jamaica market during the 
fortnight ending Feb. 9, and no transactions of any extensive nature had 
taken place. Stocks were fair, but, except for immediate consumption, 
no sales had transpired. The revenue of Dominica for the year 1861 
was 12,5261 13s, being 2,135/ 4s 2d less than that of 1860; of which 
5,449/ 14s 6d were import duties, 1,272/ 93 6d exports, 2 6691 19s in 
the consumption of rum, and 1, 45a 183 3d road contributions ; there 
was also a balance on the general account of Jan. 1, 1861, of 1,302/. 
The expenditure was 13,611/ 138 6¢, being 1,411/ lds 9d less than the 
preceding year. Advices from Barbadoes are ‘to Feb. 8, The weather 
had undergone a favourable change, and several mills were busily at work. 
The crop would not generally commence till the end of the month, the 
canes in many Places not being ripe. Some of the planters, however, 
had commenced in earnest, and a fair amount of sugar had been made, 
two cargoes of suger having already been shipped. The sugar made was 
everywhere reported to be good in quality, and some of it very fine. 
Shipments to date amount to 578 hogsheads 21 ‘ierces 186 barrels sugar, 
and 24 puncheons 18 barrels molasses. From Trinidad, to Feb. 8, we 
learn that the produce shipped last year was 31,593 hogsheads 6,709 
tierces 2,501 barrels of sugar, 7,580 puncheons 418 tierces of molasses, 
2,432 puncheons of ram, 8,472,392 lbs of cocoa, 5,766 lbs of coffee, 216 
bales 14 serons of cotton, and 2,655 tons of asphaltum. There were no 
sales of sugar to report, planters being unwilling to sell previously to the 
arrival of the packet. Some small lots of molasses sold at lic. Cocoa 
was scarce, at 11 dols per fanega. At Grenada trade was dull, and every- 
thing dear. Demerara advices are to the 8th ult. A return of ram 
duties to Dec. 31, presented to the Court of Policy, showed that the 
quantity of ram issued for contumption during the year 1861 was 107,585 
gallons, yielding a duty of 215,050 dois; quantity in 1860, 205,445 
gallons, yielding a duty of 211,247 dols; decrease in quantity for 1861,

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97,920 gallons; increare in duty, 3,803 dole. Rum shipped in 1861, 
2,728,913 gallons; in 1860, 2,602,035 gallons; iacrease in 1861, 
126,878 gallons. The weather, generally speaking, hed been wet, but 
during the last two or three days there had been a change, and the dry 
season appeared to be at hand.

The Brezil mail brought the following commercial news :—Advices 
from Buenos Ayres to Jan. 29 report that business operations at Buenos 
Ayres, especially in dry higer, bad been restricted by the prospect of a 
war between Eogiand and America. The news from Europe in a great 
measure discouraged buyers, and exporters showed little disposition to 
pay late prices. Our advices from Rio de Janeiro are to the 8th ult. 
The receipts of coffee were extremely smal!, which circumstance tended 
in no small degree to aid dealers in maintaining their firm position, not- 
withstanding the large stock in theirhands. A slight concession, about 
200 reis, was obtained in the sales effected from the 8th to the 23d of 
January, amounting to 48,000 bags ; but subsequently prices recovered 
again about 100 reis. About 47,600 bags were sold from the 24th to the 
Slst. Tae intelligence of a pacific solution of the Anglo-American ques- 
tion created great excitement, and prices were asked whien preciuded ail 
porsibility of an extension of business. After the ist ult., 25,300 bags 
were sold st a further advance of 200 reis, which made prices almost 
approach the quotations of December last, the highest noted in the past 
year. At Bahia the weather was favourable for planting next year’s 
crop. The sugar market remained dull. At Pernambucc, on the 13th 
ult., sagars became very stiff, and sales were made from 2,000 to 2,400 
reis per arroba for muscovados, or 17s 1ld to 21s 2d per cwt, and 2,700 
to 3,600 reis per erroba for whites, or 24s £d to 31s 4d per cwt. Cotton 
supplies are bought up as they arrive. Pernams are quoted 11,600 reis 
per arrobe, or 10 5-16d per Ib; Paraibas, 12,500 reis on board, or 
10 21-324 ; and Maceio, 12,200 reis, or 10 27-64d per Ib. Hides, 190 
reis per Ib, or 5 13-16d. Freights, 60s and 5 per cent. for Channel ; 40s 
to 45s and 5 per cent., sugar, ballast to Liverpool; }dand 5 per cent. per 
Ib cotton. Cotton vessels are still wanted. 

The coal supply to the metropolis, both by rail and water, still con- 
tinues depressed, and for the two months ending Feb. 28 the tonnage en- 
tered by railway was 240,081 tons 8 cwts, against 285,509 tons for the 
corresponding period, showing a decrease of 45,427 tons 12 cwtr. Sea- 
borne coal shows a diminution of 1,786 tone, as also do the canals. The 
following quantities were brought up by the respective railways named 
daring the month of February, viz.:—London and North-Western,

The quantity entered 
from Hartlepool, as contrasted with last February’s tonnage, shows an 
increase of 100 per cent., but for this the sea-borne tonnage would have 
declined considerably more. 

It is stated that at Grays, in Essex, there are chalk pits excavated to the 
extent of 70 acres, large fissures occurring at this point, which appear 
to be natural Artesian welle, from which flow enormous quantities of 
excellent spring water. During the last session of Parliament an Act 
was obtained to enable a company, termed the South Essex Water Works 
Company (now in course of formation), to supply the district comprised 
in their Bill; and experiments have been undertaken to ascertain the 
quantity of water obtainable. Although five million gallons a day bave been 
pumped, no impression has been made on the few springs at present 
opened, and, to all appearance, an underground river exists at this point, 
which, though it may not be capable of supplying all Londoo, may cer- 
tainly be used to improve the quality of the water at present distributed, 
or to fill up any deticiency that may arise. At all events, it is satisfac- 
tory to know that spring water is at hand when we want it, and that, 
unlike the London weils, it contains no organic impurity, and is not 
charged with sewerage, as is the case more or less with all the river water 
sent to the London cisterns, in spite of all the filtering to which it is sub- 
jected. For such a valuable boon to the public the South Essex Water 
Works Company are certainly deserving of encouragement and support.

In the corresponding week of 1852, the causes of the re- 
signation of Lord John Russell’s Administration attracted 
discussion. There was a question as to the probability of 
the Bank of England rate of discount being lowered, 
The terms in Lombard street for the best bills were only 
2 per cent. The change in the Minisfy was weighing upon 
trade. The Bank of France had just reduced its charge |} 
from 4 to 3 per cent., and had concluded a treaty with the |} 
Government by which its privileges were seeured to it till 
December 1867. The Bank of Vienna had likewise 
made a convention with the State. In the United States a 
great deal of attention was directed to the movements of 
Kossuth. 

In 1859, Prince Napoleon, who was regarded 98 the re- 
presentative of the war party, had resigned his seat in the 
French Cabinet, and a pacific article had been inserted in the 
Montteur, but the effect of these manifestations was marred 
by the enormous preparations for war which were still 
actively continued by France, Austria, and Sardinia. Ex- 
treme discouragement prevailed in financial and commercial 
circles at Paris. 

In 1860, important news had been received from India; 
the credit of the Government was rapidly improving, and 
the prices of Indian securities were rising in the native 
markets. Here, the Volunteer movement was exercising 
an effect upon politics, by mitigating in some degree the 
distrust caused by the annexation of Savoy to the Freneh 
Empire. 

In 1861, there was a decided drain of specie to America, 
but the stock in the Bank of England was maintained. 
The value of money was very high, the Bank mini- 
mum being 8 per cent. The new arrangements respecting 
Exchequer bills were under discussion. In America, Mr 
Jefferson Davis had been inaugurated as President of the 
Southern Confederation. The impending adoption of the 
prohibitory Morrill Tariff Bill by the United States Senate

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COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 

Very limited supplies of English wheat were received fresh up 
to Mark lane this morning, and the demand, though far from 
active, ruled steady at prices without change from those realised 
on Monday last. There was a fair show of samples of foreign 
wheat, ex granary. The amount of business transacted in all 
descriptions was very moderate, yet the quotations were steadily 
maintained. The inquiry for good and fine barley was less active, 
and inferior parcels were much neglected, at late rates. Oats, 
beans, and peas moved off heavily on former terms. The flour 
trade was dull, but no alteration was observed in the currencies, 
compared with Monday last. This week’s imports amount to 
5,480 quarters of wheat, 1,850 barley, 1,430 oats, 190 sacks and 
13,940 barrels of flour. 

At Liverpool this morning both wheat and flour were in mode- 
rate request, at full prices. As regards maize, oats, beans, and 
peas, the trade was steady, at late rates. 

Annexed is M. Othon Trithen’s monthly report of the corn 
trade of Odessa, to Feb. 17:—Notwithstanding that our stocks 
of grain are very heavy, the shipments have been, and must for 
some time continue, limited, owing to the very bad condition and 
inferior quality of all we have in warehouse, and which will not be 
fit for shipment before May or June next; during which months 
we shall also receive further-supplies from the interior, and it is 
then that we hope to be able to obtain such qualities as will give 
satisfaction to your buyers. Maize for June delivery has been 
sold at 22s per quarter, free on board. Linseed—Stecks being 
exhausted, there is no business to be done in-ready goods; for 
July delivery, a few contracts have been made at 44s 6d to 45s 
free on board, with two-thirds advance.

The Liverpool cotton market opened this week very firm, at 
advancing prices; but upon the news of the victory of the 
Federals being received, assumed @ very dull and heavy tone, 
some people looking upon this event as likely to lead to a speedy 
termination of the war by the submission of the South. Prices 
are very irregular, several owners making foreed sales being 
obliged to submit to considerably lower rates. The sales of the 
week only amount to 31,000 bales, including 22,000 to spin- 
ners, 6,000 on speculation, and 3,000 for export. The business 
done is too small to quote prices. To-day, 2,000 bales have been 
sold; market very quiet and irregular. 

A steady, but by no means extensive business has been 
passing in most kinds of tea, and prices have been well mair- 
tained. 

The total stock of tea in London is now 58,900,511 los, against 
59,825,330 lbs at the corresponding period in 1860. 

In the early part of the week, raw sugars moved off freely, and 
superior qualities realised, in some instances, slightly enhanced 
rates. The market, however, has since been decidedly less active, 
yet no quotable change has taken place in the currencies. Refined 
goods have been tolerably firm, but the inquiry for them has 
been somewhat restricted.

BraprorD.—There is a prevailing dulness in our wool market. 
But little wool has changed hands. Prices continue slightly de- 
pressed, but without being quotably lower than last week. The 
downward tendency continues to be most observable in bright 
haired sorts. We cannot report any improvement in yarns. The 
piece market has been of a quiet character. The general demand 
continues slack, the home buyers exercising great caution in their 
purchases. 

BarnsLey.—The prospects of the colliery owners in this district 
are better, and business is regarded as rather brisk. Stocks at 
the pit mouths have lessened very considerably, and with the 
indications that trade will speedily revive a better feeling is 
manifested. 

HuppersrieLp.—There has been a better trade doing in piece 
and wool-dyed doeskins, at from 3s 9d to 5s per yard, and orders 
for spring goods from stock are also more frequently coming to hand 
now than of late. The shipping demand for low-priced woollens 
and unions continues without improvement. 

Leeps.—The principal demand was for low Meltons; and a few 
knickerbockers in light shades were also inquired for. The white 
market was again very quiet. 

LeicesTer.—The hosiery trade continues dull. At Hinckley 
and Loughborough trade is extremely quiet. Wools are not 
much in demand, and prices are not materially altered. Yarns 
continue firm, at high prices. 

NoTrinGHAM.—The improvement in the silk lace trade con- 
tinues. In hosiery there is barely so much business doing. 

Dunper.—Our flax market continues in a rather inactive state, 
so that the business doing has not been extensive, and chiefly for 
Prices of medium qualities of Riga 
flax, which are now scarce, are well maintained, but for the 
ordinary run of Petersburg goods rather lower rates have been 
accepted, and this has led to rather more business in these kinds, 
which were previously neglected. ‘Tow and codilla continue dull, 
but prices are maintained at previous quotations. Jute is firm, 
and there has been rather more doing at nearly previous rates. 
Flax and tow yarns have been very dull, and the tendency of 
prices has been slightly in favour of buyers. Jute yarns are 
steady,'and for some of the heavier sizes rather better prices are 
required. Linens continue dull.

AMERICAN GRAIN AND FLOUR MARKETS. 

New York, Feb. 18.—Flour—The demand for State and 
Western brands have been less active, and prices were rather 
easier at the close. The sales embraced about 9,000 bbls. 
Canadian flour was in fair demand, and prices were steady, with 
sales of 1,200 bbls. Southern flour was quiet, and prices un- 

ed, while the sales were confined to 600 to 700 bbls. Wheat 
was irregular, though prices were without change of moment, 
while sales could not be freely effected without some concession in 
favour of buyers. The transactions footed up about 25,000 to 
30,000 bushels, in small lots, at 1.45 dol for good red Western, 
in store, at 1.33 dol for Chicago or Racine spring, 1.50 dol for 
amber Long Island, and 1.40 dol for amber Iowa. Corn was 
without change of importance, while sales embraced about 20,000 
bushels, at 62c for 5,000 new yellow, and 64c to 65c for Western 
mixed in store and delivered. 

New York, Feb, 21.—Flour moves off heavily, at barely late 
rates. The wheat trade is dull, and prices have a downward 
tendency. In corn, very little is doing.

STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 
Marx Lane, Frmay Evenrne. 


Compared with the previous week, rather more firmness has 
been apparent in the demand for all good and fine English wheats, 
both at Mark lane and in the provincial markets, and, in some 
instances, prices have advanced ls per quarter. Low and damp 
qualities, however, have moved off slowly, at about previous 
rates. Foreign whieat—the imports of which have been on a 
very moderate scale—has commanded rather more attention, and 
the currencies have had an upward tendency. Fine barley has 
commanded quite as much money as of late. Otherwise, the 
barley trade has been in a most inactive state. Scarcely any 
change has taken place in the value of oats, beans, or peas; but 
the inquiry for them has been much restricted. Flour has 
realised quite last week's value, although the demand has been 
by no means active. 

Most of the French markets have continued heavy for wheat, at 
the late decline in the quotations. Spring corn and flour have 
moved off slowly, on easier terms. In the North of Europe, the 
transactions for Spring shipment have not increased. Advices 
from New York state that breadstuffs were :ather drooping in price, 
and that shipments were less active. 

Our advices from nearly all parts of the United Kingdom state 
that the wheat plant is looking remarkably well, and that the 
breadth of land laid down this year for wheat is unusually large. 

The Scotch markets have been scantily supplied with most kinds 
of produce ; nevertheless, the demand generally has ruled very 
inactive, at barely stationary prices. 

In Ireland, fine wheat, barley, and oats have sold at full curren- 
cies ; but all other articles have met a dull inquiry. 

At Mark lane, to-day, the show of samples of English wheat was 
very moderate, and, on the whole, the demand ruled steady, but 
far trom active, at Monday's currercy. In foreign wheat, a limited 
business was transacted, on former terms. Barley was less active, 
but without change in value. Oats, beans, peas, as well as flour, 
moved off heavily, at about previous rates. 

Anvnexed is Mr E. Rainford’s report of the floating trade :—

G Extract of a Letter from the “Mining Journal,” 
Feb. 1, 1862:— 

“In May last I wrote you a line or two about the 
gold produce of St David's Quartz Lode in the Clogau 
Mountain, near Dolgelly, county Merioneth.
